Riverpark 93 plans on hold 


Wilmington, North Reading and 
Reading last Wednesday (March 
12) jointly resolved to sen jeter 
to the MaSsachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) 
expressing concerns about sewage 
disposal of a proposed office in 


North Reading Park and 
Wilmington, along the Ipswich 
River, the Reading 


Times-Chronicle has reported 
‘The vote was taken in a meeting 
of the Regional Water Policy 
Group (WRGP), organized for the 
three towns by state representative, 
Geoffrey Beckwith, 
The proposed office park, called 


Riverpark 93° is -mostly in North” 


Reading, a town without municipal 
sewer systems. The developers, 
Spaulding & Slye, have proposed 
building an on-site sewage plant, 
and have also had talks with 
Reading and Wilmington 
concerning possible connection to 
the sewer departments of those two 
towns, 

The proposed sewer treatment 
facility was planned for 
construction in Wilmington, and 
would be about 1500 feet distant 


Put the 


from Reading's wells. The 
Wilmington Board of Health has 
disapproved of the plan. 

Anthony Mack of the North 
Reading Conservation Commission 
proposed the letter to the MWRA, 
in last week's meeting, with 
Reading's Board of Public Works 
member Robert Griffen seconding. 
Mack told the meeting that "if it 
comes from three towns together it 
might have more clout." Others 
agreed, with Wilmington's Paul 
Duggan, superintendent of the 
water and sewer system, observing 
the only problem was getting the 
MWRA to allow a non-member 
community (North-Reading, ed:)'to™ 
tie into a member's system, that is, 
Reading or Wilmington. 

Beckwith told the group that it 
would be better for developers 
Spaulding. & Slye to get a ruling 
from the MWRA, but that "speed 
isn't always in our best interest.” "It 
is important” he said, "to go on 
record for a sewer hook-up, but 
pressing the MWRA may result in a 
wrong answer to us.” 

Even before the joint resolve was 
delivered to the MWRA another 


state organization had acted 

The proposed plan to treat waste 
water, by Spaulding & Slye, was 
put on hold, Thursday, by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE 

DEQE cited that the river acts as 
an important water supply for 
downstream towns and cities. The 
proposed on-site treatment plant, 
DEQE said, "is an unwarranted 
threat to an extremely valuable 
resource.” 

The Riverpark 93 managers have 
30 days in which to make a reply, 
Project manager Robert Johnson 
told the Reading Chronicle that he 
phins to submit information before 
that 30 day period is complete, and 
before DEQE issues its final 
decision. 

Johnson said that the denial 
should help to win a decision of 
approval from the MWRA for a 
non-community sewer hookup. He 
said the company would rather 
remove the sewage from the area 
than to depend on treating it and 
releasing it into the river. 

DEQE, in its decision, recognized 
that the proposed treatment plant, if 
operating properly, would not pose 
a threat in water quality in the 
Ipswich River. The director,

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Charges of overcharges as 
electric rate hearing opens

Attorney Charles Harak repre 
senting the Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce (WCC) squared off 
against Attorney Kenneth Barna 
representing the Reading Municipal 
Light Department (RMLD) before 
Mass. Department of Public 
Utilities (DPU) Hearing Officer 
Jeanne Travers, on Tuesday. 

Substance of the hearing, which is 
expected to last several more days, 
is a challenge of RMLD rate-setting 
polities which are deemed 
discriminatory by WCC and the 
Town of Wilmington 

In his opening statement, 
Attorney Harak explained his 
clients’ petition and raised four 
areas of discrimination: the method 
by which RMLD determines rate of 
return; the cost of street lighting 
within and without the town of 
Reading; the payments to the town 
of Reading in lieu of taxes; and the 
way RMLD allocates revenue 
requirements to the classes of users 

Harak contended that "RMLD 
excercised its virtually limitless 
right” to raise rates, in essence of 
using the system as a "cash cow" for 
the town of Reading 

"Depending on how they 
depreciate their assets, effectively 
RMLD can earn almost an infinite 
return,” Harak declares. 

He accused RMLD of ignoring 
“the only cost of service study” and 
it had (a report by United 
Engineéts and Constructors Inc.) 
therefore, RMLD's determination 
of revenue by class A,B, and C 
(residential, small business and 
industrial) was done with no basis. 

Harak alleged that despite sworn 
Statements that a refund of $1.6 
million by Massachusetts Municipal 
Wholesale Electric Company 
(MMWEC) to RMLD was being 
used to reduce electric rates, ony 
$500,000 of that sum (which 
swelled to $1.9 million through 
investment) is being returned. 

RMLD's decision to increase 
depreciation expense from three to 
five percent, Harak continued in his 
prepared statement, was based on 
the fact "they had no cash because 
they gave it all to Reading.” 

The alleged discrimination, 
Harak contended, was not conscious 
but "comes from the infirmities of 
the institutional structure,” adding 
that RMLD is a monopoly, but that 
the three other towns which it 
serves (North Reading, Wilming- 
ton, and Lynnfield) are not 
represented on its board. 

Harak concluded his opening

statement with two concerns: the 
smaller was that the case was 
legally no different from the one he 
presented in July; the greater 
concern was relief for his client. 
“Without a clear mathematical 
ruling,” “Harak concluded, "my 
clients may get nothing but a 
pyrrhic victory. In this case it is 


impossible to give prospective 
relief because in three months the 
RMLD can change the rates. I 
predict we will have to go to court 
because the department will not be 
able to give retroactive relief.” 

At that point Harak was given 
permission by Hearing Officer 
Travers to interrogate Norbert 
Rhinerson, RMLD general mana 
ger, although Attorney Kenneth 
Barna requested that Richard 
LaCapra, RMLD rate design 
consultant, be allowed to testify 
first. Barna argued that La Capra's 
cost of service studies were the 
basis for established rates. 

Barna also was unsuccessful at 
preventing a report by United 
Engineers and Consultants Inc 
(originally contracted by RMLD, 
then rejected by it) to be admitted 
as documentation, although he 
argued that no expert would 
support the report or speak to it. 

DPU Hearing Officer Travers 
permitted Harak to begin the 
proceedings by questioning 


Rhinerson. On Thursday Rhinerson 
will respond to cross examination 
by Barna, who plans to call on La 
Capra 

Among points made and issues 
raised on Tuesday before DPU: 

+ Reading uses about 20 percent 
of the power sold by RMLD. 

+ Depending on the marginal cost 
and other factors, there may be 
some subsidy of rates for electri 
between residential and industrial 
user classes. 

+ Rates set in June, 1985 were 
developed by RMLD; those set in 
March, 1986 were designed by 
Consultant Richard LaCapra. 

* A major portion of RMLD's 
1985 projected revenue increase 
was collected during the summer 
months that year. 

* The town of Reading pays one 
half the amount per kilowatt hour 
charged to North Reading, Wil- 
mington and Lynnfield for street 
lighting. 

* Last year's street lighting cost 
for Reading was underfunded by 
$118,000 based on a formula 
chosen many years ago. According 
to new RMLD policy, however, 
other customers will not make up 
for that shortfall, 

+ There is $1.4 million in a rate 
stabilization fund established from 
monies returned to RMLD by

school renovation items

Permanent Building Committee 
members Monday night firmed up 
figures on a warrant article to 
cover additional renovation items. 
The article, sponsored by Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski, comes 
to $352,500, instead of the original 
$218,000 suggested by Stapczynski 
Of that, 65 percent is SBAB 
reimbursable. 

Covered under the article are 
three items discussed at a prior 
meeting: auditorium seats and 
renovation work ($67,500), 
outdoor bleachers ($75,000), and a 
storage building to replace the 
carraige house ($75,000). In 
addition, $55,000 is slated for a 


moveable partition in the gym, 
$500,000 to rehab existing lockers, 
and $20,000 for a handicapped 
ramp off the auditorium. 

Also discussed was the possibility 
of setting aside some funds to redo 
the high school tennis court area, if 
the \money isn't budgeted under 
another department, 

The ‘tennis courts are "almost the 
first thig you see when you ride by 
the high\school. . .they're almost an 
eyesore,” said Diane Allan. 

Fee business, Allan reported 
that Rep. Jim Miceli told her there 
is a good chance the town may 
receive some reimbursement for 
asbestos removal at the high school.

Dear Larz: 

As part of the Wilmington High 
School's Administration's continu- 
ing efforts to keep the public it 
erves informed about high school 
happenings, I would appreciate 
your considering the following 
thoughts as the substance of an open 
letter to Wilmington parents. 

Information sharing is particu- 
larly important at this time because 
the increased pace of construction 
during the current semester is 
going to initiate and necessitate 
alternative student class placements 
which, naturally enough, tend to 
produce wonders in the minds of 
parents. 


The goal of the construction 
people is seemingly to expedite 
their schedule so that the project 
can be completed in September in 
time for the opening of school. 


The goal of the high school 
administration, per direction of the 
Wilmington School Committee, is 
to do the same thing, without 
jeopardizing our ongoing educa 
tional program. 


As the scenario continues to 
unfold, the real heroes of the action 
are proving to be the students and 
teachers who ultimately will benefit 
most from what is happening. 


At the moment for example, the 
odor from the cafeteria's new floor 
is beginning to permeate parts of 
the building. It is harmless, but 
nonetheless unpleasant. Business is 
continuing as usual. While observ 
ing instruction yesterday, an 
English teacher outlining 12 out 
standing characteristics of the 
Romantic period competed with 
two cement trucks that were 


pouring. 


Not too long ago, another teacher 
called the office on the intercom 
because a pneumatic drill had 
started to noisly reverberate as it 
cut through a wall that needed to be 
brought down, The students could 
not really hear what he was saying. 
When asked to stop, the workman 
indicated that he had not been 
informed that such drilling does 
not happen during the instructional 
day. That is from 8:00 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. That the construction people 
generally make every effott not to 
interfere with instruction is very 
impressive. 


For example, an elevator shaft is 
being constructed behind closed 
doors in what until two weeks ago 
were offices shared by Carl Olsson, 
Social Studies Department Head, 
All Fessenden, Work study 
Coordinator and Dick DeRosa 
instructional leader of the Science 
and Hea Ith areas. 


All three gentlemen graciously 
accepted relocation in an effort to 
help expedite the project. 


By agreement with the workmen, 
bricks and mortar enter the 
building once during the day so that 
cafeteria and study hall activity 
won't be adversly affected.

area rather than cause problems for 
our students. 

Losing our gymnasium in 
January because it was going to be 
reconverted to accommodate our 
Industrial Arts program, Mrs. 
Urquhard, Miss Cassidy, Miss 
Boudreau and Mr. Bellissimo 
structured imaginative alternative 
programs for Mr. Gillis that really 
couldn't have succeeded as well as 
they have if the Wilmington student 
population were without a spirit of 
flexibility and physical stamina. 

To be out of doors confronting 
ice cold temperatures is tough, but 
believe it or not many of our 
students preferred that experience 
to alternatives like square dancing, 
weight lifting and film oriented 
instruction in athletics and the rules 
of different games 

As part of this administration's 
efforts to help further expedite the 
project, social studies and physical 
education classes presently located 
at the end of the first floor adams 
Street wing will be moved,prior to 
the April vacation, to what will be 
the essentially completed class 
rooms in the new second floor art 
area 

This will give the construction 
company approximately more than 
a month's advance time to begin 
building chemistry laboratories 
that are scheduled for that space 

The original construction sched- 
ule saw most of this work 
beginning in June. 

Mr. Gillis’ office, located to the 
right of the high school’s main 
entrance foyer and the two 
classrooms adjacent to it as an 
individual heads to his or her right 
down the first floor corridor will 
also be vacated prior to the April 
vacation. Instruction currently 
offered in those two classrooms 
involves social studies courses and a 
non-laboratory biology program 
(You and Your Body). 

After the walls separating the 
referred to areas have been de- 
molished, the construction people 
will again have important lead time 
to begin erecting a very much 
needed and updated guidance area 

Previously referred to classes 
currently offered in the two 
involved rooms will be rescheduled 
in a classroom that exists and will 
be available in the new library area 
and by consolidating current 
instructional space in the Swain 
School. 

Without the above shifts, it is my 
understanding that the project 
could be affected in such a way that 
the opening of school in September 
could be delayed.

opénings in-the walls that in the 
finishing process will become 
entrances to the new library ahd 
arts areas as well as locations for 
power supplies. 

Add to this the broken tile and 
discolored archaic bathrooms, 
tormented lockers, discolored 
ceiling partitions and the visible 
wiring that was installed in readi. 
ness for the new fire alarm system 
and the daily view, if one allows it 
to be, can be termed bleak if not 
depressing. 

That the Wilmington High School 
student is rising above such 
unsettledness is clearly reflected by 
his and/or her success in competi 
tive and aesthetic endeavors that are 
occurring simultaneously with the 
construction 

College acceptances and related 
scholarships are coming in every 
day and being pursued in an 
aggressive fashion 

In the last weekend, participating 
to my knowledge for the first time 
in the Boston Globe Drama 
Festival, our youngsters were 
victorious at the regional level and 
will now move on to the semifjnals. 

In that same weekend the high 
school's Jazz Rock Ensemble and 
choir entertained at Faneuil Hall at 
the Boston Globe's Art Award 
Ceremony during which students 
John Hacker, Tannia Soderquist 
and Christopher Sullivan were 
awarded blue ribbons for their 
work in art and photography, 
which means that their efforts will 
now move on to be judged in 
national competition in New York 
City 


Just last week, grade 10 student 
Michael Lombard was selected as 
the Merrimack Valley League's 
most valuable player in the 
traditional all star basketball game 
and Eric. Ouellette and Chris 
Athanasia were designated National 
Merit Scholarship Finalists 

Wilmington High School's teach. 
ers are in many instances moving 
throughout their day from room to 
room and to the Swain School 
carrying substantial equipment. 

An additional temporary difficul- 
ty, due to the necessary utilization 
of more than all ‘our spaces for 
instruction finds much of our statff 
without an assigned eating area. It 
to see teachers in 
ating on the run, 
and/or with their lunches in their 
laps. 

Obviously the above situations jin 
a school setting are tremendously 
inconvenient making the willing- 
ness to be flexible that is daily 
shown by the high school staff all 
the more laudatory.

Because congtruction of the

Hopefully a lot of the library 
materials can be placed in related 
new space before the end of the 
year as a great effort has already 
been made to have the new library 
and art areas more or less 
completed by the April vacation 

The second move that must begin 
to happen’before the end of the year 
involves movement of the 
typewriters from their present 
location to the present library site 
or a suitable alternative Icoation 
while the area in question is being 
physically converted into two 
typewriting rooms. , 

Please know that we plan to make 
our moves in an organized 
scheduled fashion with the full 
support of Mr. McClanahan, Mr 
Downs and the custodial crew of 
the high school, not to mention the 
Permanent Building Committee 
and School Committe and the 
superintendent of schools. We 
additionally plan to ask our fine 
staff and student body to continue 
to help in every way possible. 

Finally then if your young person 
begins to talk about a lot of 
movement in the high school 
beginning in and around the April 
vacation, you can tell them that at 
this time next year they can reflect 
on having been involved in a great 
adventure,

The third day of August 1904 was 
a big day for Wilmington, 

It was the third day in a week 
which had been named Old Home 
Week. Many former residents had 
returned to be in Wilmington that 
week. The churches, on Sunday, 
has special services. On Wednesday 
there was a parade, starting at 10 
a.m, at the Town Hall, with Milton 
T. Holt as parade marshall. 

That parade was probably the 
longest. one ever held in 
Wilmington. It started at the Town 
Hall, i.e. across from the 
Congregational Church, went to 
Wilmington square, then down 
Main Sweet to Middlesex Avenue. 

n went the entire length of 

sex Avenue to Salem Steet, 
and turned right to the North 
School, at the comer of Ballardvale 
Street. From there it returned to 
the Town Hall, 

The total distance was just under 
six miles 

Four policemen, the North 
Reading Brass Band, 38 members 
of the Wilmington Fire Depart 
ment and the Chelsea Drum Corps 
marched the distance. Everyone 
else was in a buggy, or a wagon 

Robert Gowing was the chairman 
of Old Home Week. John T. Wild, 
who was the superintendent of the 
Union Ice Company ice houses at 
Silver Lake, was the treasurer, and 
Carrie Swain, teacher, was the 
secretary. There were two other 
members, J. Howard Eames and 
Maria W. Carter. Maria was the 
daughter of William H. Carter of 


High Street, a capable lady of 46 
summers. 

And, of course, the three 
selectmen, Herbert N. Buck, 
Edward A. Carter and Eugene G. 
Shaw, were also members of the 
committee. The selectmen rode in a 
barouche, along with Town Clerk 
James E. Kelley, immediately 
behind the band. 

Four police, one of whom was the 
chief, William Swain, marched the 
whole distance. They led the 
parade. 

Albert D. Butters was the 
marshall of the first division. It is 
probable that he marched the 
distance, but not certain, 

Civil War veterans and Spanish 
War veterans were in a barge, as it 
was called, as were also a number 
of school children. Then came a 
fire wagon, with Chief Engineer 
Caleb S. Harriman and Assistant 
Chief Engineer Frank W. Kidder. 

Engine One, stationed near the 
site of the present post office, had 
16 men in the parade. They were in 
blue suits. The Captain was Daniel 
Boynton. The hose wagon for 
Engine One followed, a wagon 
made by Milton Holt. Mr. Holt had 
made both of the hose wagons. 


Engine two, the company 
stationed in North Wilmington 
followed. Captain Joseph Hill and 
Lt. Almon Thompson were in blue 
uniforms. All the privates wore 
"natty blue shirts and white duck 
trousers,” as they were described 
Those uniforms were a donation 
from Caleb Harriman, of course 

Thomas T. Sidelinker was the 
marshall of the second division,

which consisted of 15 wagons, 
horse drawn, of course. The Buck 
brothers, grocers, had two teams. 
There was a team from the Union 
Ice Company (Silver Lake), and 
there were four teams from local 
butchers, Lewis Holt, C.E. Carter, 
M.F. Holt and A.C. Buck. 

There were also three dump carts 
from the town farm and other 
wagons, one of them being from 
Perry's blacksmith shop, long a 
landmark in Wilmington. 

Dinner followed, in the basement 
of the Congregational Church. 
There were so many diners that it 
had to be served in two parts, to 
adequately care for the throng. 
That delayed the speaking program 
until 3 p.m. 

The Hon. Levi S. Gould chairman 
of the County Commissioners was 
the first speaker. He had been 
raised in Wilmington, and he told 
how his father paid 10 cents a week, 
as his tuition in the East School, on 
Woburn Sweet at the corner of 
Federal Street. The teacher was 
Mr. Robinson. 

The second speaker was State 
Senator Chester W. Clark, who 
lived in the big house at the comer 
of Clark Street (named for his 
father or mother) and Middlesex 
Avenue. Senator Clark spoke of 
Wilmington’s first representative, 
in 1735, a man named Daniel 
Pierce. 

Arthur Thomas Bond was the last 
speaker. His subject was the 
patriotic history of the town and its 
record in all American conflicts, 
starting in the French & Indian 
War, and up to the (then) recent 
Spanish American War. 


Where Whitefield preached 


A picture of the Whitefield Elm 
was shown in a booklet printed in 
1904, by Arthur Thomas Bond, 
historian, It shows the 200 year old 
wee, still growing, and the picture 
was evidently taken during the 
1890s. 

The tree was cut down on July 5, 
1900, after it had died of natural 
causes, and not, as was alleged by 
some jokers, of odors emanating 
from the tannery 

The picture is interesting, in that 
the fence outside the tannery is 
white, and the houses where Bobby 
Doucette's gas station stands today 
were white. White paint turned 
black, when exposed to sulphur 
dioxide, which was a part of the 
chemical processes of the tannery 
after 1900. It is evident that when 
the picture was taken the tannery 
was using oak bark, in the tanning 
process 

The house on the left is 
approximately where the Reading 
Co-operative Bank stands today. At 
about the time the picture was taken 
it was called "The Shamrock." It 
was owned by the McEnroe family, 
and there were Irish boarders, who 
worked in the tannery. 

Later the house was called the 
1730 House, supposedly because 
that the was the date of erection. It 
had probably been built before that 
date, by Benjamin Harnden, who 
was a house builder, 

The elm became a part of 
Wilmington lore because the Rev. 
George Whitefield, English 
clergyman, about 1743, preached a 
sermon under it (or under another 
elm, on the opposite side of the 
street and further south). 

Mr. Bond states that the tradition 
is "extremely doubtful" and that the 
Rev. Mr. Whitefield probably 
never visited Wilmington. 

The writer has read a volume 
about eminent graduates of 
Harvard College, in the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, in 
Boston. In that volume it is clearly 
stated that the Rev. Isaac Morrill 
rode a horseback to every house in 
the parish and forbade the members 
of his parish to listen to George 
Whitefield. 

The Wilmington tradition clearly 
States that Whitefield preached 
“only to the Indians.” 

The Wilmington Town Seal, 
which shows the Whitefield Elm 
(from a different viewpoint) also 
shows the tannery,’ in the 
background. 

After the tree was cut down Peter 
McMahon, a local butcher who 
lived in the neighborhood, cut a 
slab about eight inches thick, to use 
as a butchering block. About 1955 
Danny Gillis and the writer got a 
“brilliant” idea of making a gavel 
for the Wilmington Town 
Moderator from that piece of elm, 
which had been stored for years at 
the home of Alice Doucette, on 
Ballardvale Street. 


It never was done. Alice had 
given the old butcher block to 
someone in Connecticut 

The Wilmington Women's Club, 
about 1910 erected a granite 
monument on the site of the 
Whitefield Elm, with a bronze 
plaque. The plaque was stolen, 
about 1950, and presumably sold to 
a junk shop. The granite monument 
disappeared during the 
construction of the building which 
now houses Dinette World. The 
tree grew near that building, but in 
the present sidewalk area

There was an afternoon service at 
4 p.m. Sunday in which eight 
clergymen participated one of them 
being the Methodist minister, the 
Rev. Robert C. Johnson. 

The invocation was by the Rev. J. 
Harold Dale of Billerica. The 
Scripture reading was by the Rev. 
Mr. Johnson, and the sermon by 
Professor William H. Rider, D.D. 
of Andover. The Rev. Walter H. 


Rollins, pastor, spoke on the subject 
of "Retrospect and Prospect,” and 
the Rev. F.A. Wilson of Andover 
conducted the Prayer of 
Dedication. 

Words of congratulations were 
offered by the pastor of the First 
Church of Wakefield (1664), the 
Rev. A.P. Davis; the Rev. F.S. 
Hunnewell of Reading, and former 
(1874) pastor, S.S. Matthews. 

The Wilmington Methodist 
Church at 10:45 a.m. had an 
appropriate sermon by the Rev. 
Robert Johnson, and an Old Home 
Week serviee was presented in the 
evening.

A heater from a kerosene guitar 
that was invented by/a poor local 
folk singer. He was said to have a 
terrible voice, but as an inventor he

As any 
oldtimer knows Baldwins are 
mighty hard to polish. 

A lead pencil said to have been 
made by Thoreau Enterprises of 
Concord. It was discarded by a 
local ancestor who couldn't find 
any practical use for it. 

T have a few other items that I am 
trying to gather information on, 
but it takes a bit of time. 

I am sure that here must be more 
significant treasures available, but 
may be these could keep us from 
taking ourselves too seriously.

Asbestos removal spurs 
state investigation 


‘The state Dept. of Environmental 
Quality Engineering is investigat- 
the removal of asbestos pipe 
covering at the Wilmington fire 
station. 

Town plumber William Wilson 
was told to move a pipe last month, 
to allow the enlargement of a door 
in the aparatus area. A new ladder 
truck is due to arrive soon, 
requiring a larger door. 

Wilson said he saw the asbestos 
covering on the pipe, and informed 
his supervisor. He said he was told 


to proceed with the work, and that 
the covering was not asbestos. 

After removing the covering, he 
took a sample to the health director 
for analysis, which proved that it 
was asbestos, The matter was 
turned over to the state, which has 
regulations governing the removal 
of asbestos. 

Wilson has also filed a grievance 
through his union, alleging that he 
was required to work with asbestos 
without protective equipment, thus 
creating a hazard to his health, 


Tewksbury man charged 
with rape of minor 


A 39-year-old Tewksbury man is 
charged with the rape a minor child 
under the age of 16. Robert L. 
Harvey, 39, of 30 South St., 
Tewksbury was arrested by Sgt.

Tewksbury appeals board 
okays house lot on Astle St 


The Tewksbury Board of Appeals 
has approved the construction of a 
home on a lot of land westerly of 
Astle Street.

The lot of land is about 53,000 
square feet in area, but with only 90 
feet of frontage on a public way 
when 150 feet is needed.

This was the third board of 
appeals hearing for the property. 


The lot has been of severe 
concer to abutting neighbors, who 
feel erection of a home there would 
exacerbate their water problems.

allow residents more input into the 
planning process.

If the cost of a single-family home 
is more than you can swing, and you 
don't want to be a landlord in a 
two-family house, there is an 
alternative for you: the two-family 
condominium.

Licensing for chemical

Prevention seemed to be the 

by-word last Monday night as 
Health Director Greg Erickson 
filled selectmen in on key issues his 
board will be looking at in the year 
ahead. 
Though the Board of Health 
already has a person in a consultant 
capacity on its staff, Selectman Jim 
Stewart raised the question of 
hiring one on a full time basis. The* 
full time consultant would have a 
chemcial engineering background 
and would help the board to 
prevent odor and leakage problems 
from occuring in Wimington 
chemical companies. 

The consultant, Stewart went on, 
would look into preventive 
measures and, hopefully, stop any 
problems before they occur. 

Though selectmen and Erickson 
himself were interested in the 
suggestion, they thought a full time 
consultant might be too expensive, 
Rocco DePasquale suggested hiring 
one on a contractual basis, as 
needed.

School study guide

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Tewksbury planners reviewing four cluster subdivision plans 


The Tewksbury Planning Board 
has four different plans before 
them that would create some 46 
new single family housing lots. 
Each set of plans is in various stages 
of the approval process and each 
request a cluster subdivision special 
permit that would allow the homes 
to be built on half acre lots instead 
of the conventional one acre zon- 
ing. 

Homestead Heights, being deve- 
loped by Howard Whitten the 
builder of the Diary Estates sub- 
division off North Billerica Road, 
is an 18 acre site off Whipple Road 
where 16 lots are proposed. The 
plans have gone before a public 
hearing and are awaiting final 
action by the planning board. 

A public hearing on the East 
Sureet Estates subdivision being 
developed by Joseph Fahey of An- 
dover will be held by the planners 
‘on March 24, Fahey proposes a 
cluster type subdivision on the 15 
acre overall site running from East 
Suet to Martha Avenue that would 
yield 10 house lots. The land is 
abutted by Maple and Whittemore 
streets, 

In the preliminary stages of 
planning is Northeast Develop- 
ments 13 acre site off Chandler 
Sweet. Developers hope to get 11 
house lots on the site across from 
Eleanor and Margaret roads. The 
land runs from Chandler Street 
toward Pine Street. A small portion 
of the land extends down to 
Whipple Road. 

Planners have also seen pre- 
liminary plans for a Sesame Street 
extension. Some 13 acres beyond 
the end of the current Sesame Street 
would be subdivided into nine lots, 
according to the plan. 

While holding off on a decision 
on the Homestead Heights and the 
East Street Estates project, planners

allowing cluster subdivisions on 
Chandler Street and on Sesame 
Street. 

Under the town's cluster sub- 
division zoning bylaw, house lots in 
subdivisions of over 12 acres can be 
reduced to a minimum of 20,000 
square feet in size, or just'less than 
a half acre each. The undeveloped 
land would then be tumed over to 
the town as conservation land. 

The concept behind cluster sub- 
divisions is to trade off open space 
for the ability to build homes on 
smaller lots. Rather than using all 
the land for roads and buildings, 
the smaller lots allows the town fo 
retain a rural look by preserving 
‘open green space that can never be 
built on. 

The reduced sized lots in a cluster 
subdivision are assessed at the same 
raté as those of a one acre lot. 

In order to build a cluster 
subdivision four of the five 
planning board members must 
approve of the plans. The planners 
weigh such factors as whether the 
reduced size lots will leave open 
space to protect town well fields, 
river basins, waterways and ponds 

In the case of the Chandler Street 
and Sesame Street extension 
projects, more than one planner 
expressed doubts over whether the 
sites should be given cluster sub- 
division approval because they did 
not preserve wetlands. 

Homestead Heights 

The 16 lot 18 acre site runs from 
Whipple Road to Marston Street 
Some 8 1/2 acres of the site would 
remain open in the cluster plan 
which squeezes lots toward the 
middle of the site is approved. 

One of the big issues is the 
roadway for the development 
Neighbors feel a proposed thru

Traffic on Whipple Road is 
already heavy and allowing another 
street to intersect with it creates "a 
deadly situation” as far as Richard 
Tabor of Whipple Road is 
concemed. Tabor said the proposed 
road would be in back of his land 
and added he was concerned 
another nearby land owner with 17 
acres would develop his property 
and use an existing right of way 
onto Whipple Road in front of his 
house as the access. 

‘Adding two new streets a short 
distance from where Charles Drive 
empties onto Whipple Road can 
cause more traffic problems and 
possibily reduce the market value 
of his home, he said.

to sustain any more traffic.” 

Planner Joseph Doherty sug- 
gested at a March 10 meeting that 
the board “look at minimizing the 
traffic on Whipple Road as much as 
possible” and consider allowing a 
deadend in the development. Many 
residents agreed and suggested the 
access point be from Marston Street 
instead of from the more heavily 
travelled Whipple Road. 


Planner George Donovan said the 


board is "between a rock and a hard 
place on the proposal” because 
residents from either Marston or 
Whipple would cry foul if the 
single access point was made on 
their street. Donovan suggested the 
thru street would be the best 
alternative as traffic could then go 
in either direction, effectively 
reducing the impact on Marston or 
Whipple. 

Neighbors, however, claimed a 
thru street would attract more 
traffic by providing a short cut for 
people looking to access Whipple 
from Marston and vice versa, A 
deadend, they said, would only by 
used by the people living on the 


street. 

The developer also changed the 
location of a proposed drainage 
detention area. The several acre 
large detention basin was to be on 
the north side of the property 
where drainage water would be 
channeled and held until under- 
ground pipes slowly allowed it out. 
‘The developer now suggests plac- 
ing a 6 foot deep permanent drain- 
age retention pond in a much smal- 
ler area located between two of the 
house lots. 

Water would enter the retention 
pond increasing its depth during a 
storm. The water would then start 
being channeled offsite through 
underground pipes. 

Planners were concerned a 6 foot 
deep retention pond close to two 
houses would pose a neighborhood 
safety problem. 


Northeast Development 

This plan calls for a conventional 
one acre plan containing a 1200 
foot long deadend street coming in 
from Chandler. The cluster plan 
reduces the road to 850 foot long 
and clusters the homes toward the 
middle of the site.

Doherty, said however, that the 
cluster protects no wetlands or 
water way. He added the project has 
"high and dry land” that can be 
built on and that the only advantage 
to allowing cluster was to reduce 
the roadway length. 


Sesame Street extension 

Under a conventional one acre lot 
subdivision this plan would spread 
houses out under a series of power 
lines and require a longer road. 
The cluster would shorten the road 
and keep all the houses away from 
the power lines. 

Planners, however, again felt the 
cluster protects no wetland and 
mentioned that since the front 
section of Sesame Street was 
developed as one acre lots, any 
extension of it should also be one 
acre lots. 

Another subdivision extension on 
Bradford Road was approved by 
planners as a cluster even though 
the front portion of the site was 
developed as one acre. Planners 
said that plan gained approval only 
because the back land of Bradford 
Road went to the Shawsheen River 
banks.

An unknown number of people 
who have purchased condominiums 
at Carter Green in Tewksbury have 
not yet been able to move in 
because of the unfinished sewer 
system. The DPW engineer, the 
building inspector and the health 
officer discussed the problem for 
over a half an hour at the Board of 
Health meeting on March 10.

miniums in Carter Green. 

The current difficulties seem to 
have started in November.

another in which she felt that the 
board of health should have been 
notified when the large condomin- 
iums were being built. 

Burris told the board that the state 
Department of Engineering Quality 
Evaluation (DEQE) had "shot 
down" the request for an easement 
for the sewer which was to connect 
with the interceptor. 

"DEQE said that Carter Green 
had never made a request to put in a 
sewer.” 

According to Building Inspector 
Bill Granfield, the health board by 
law does not get involved with 
sewerage entry permits. "If they 
want to take a chance, let them do 
it.” 

Granfield said that when the 
permits for the building were 
issued he had a letter from Phil 
Pattison, former DPW supt., saying 
that sewerage for Carter Green was 
available. "We (Granfield and 
Burris) took that letter to mean 
what it said.” 

"I could not check with him 
(Pattison, ed.) to see if the letter 
was a forgery.” Granfield was 
making reference to allegations that 
Pattison did not sign that letter, but 
that someone else had photo copied 
his signature onto the document.

of. Granfield. The problem of 
getting an easement through state 
property, for the sewer, he said, 
“would take a couple of months.” 
“Originally,” Burris said, "the 
town would have taken the 
easement.” 

The question of occupancy 
permits, required by law, was also 
discussed.

McMenimen told the board that

Continued from § -3 
lines or key scenes to make the 
viewers want to read the stories 
themselves. 

What, for example, are ‘The

Why, furthermore, does 
Toshio Akita's (Robin Hood, 
grade one) yellow “Dog of the 
Alps," smile so infectiously? 

There seems to be some 
mystery ~ or at least plenty of 
sweet food for thought in Katie 
Quinlan's (Robin Hood, grade 
four) illustration of mounds of 
fattening foodstuffs for “Homer 
Price — The Doughnuts."’ 

What precisely is the 
spaceship doing under the apple 
tree, what's with “Katy and the 
Big Snow" and I'm afraid I 
forget: who is in the water 
under the bridge in “Winnie the 
Pooh?” 

Some of the strongest art was 
executed in tempera paint 
medium, by the South School 
students, with Melissa Painter's 
and Michael Wall's (both grade 
three), snow scenes as bright 
and boldly conceived as 
Chagall's ceiling at the Paris 
Opera House or Picasso's 
world-famous exercises in 
cubism 

And finally, since there is no 
space for mentioning all the

When Bennett 
revealed to his readership what 
he'd done, they didn't take it too 
kindly. They were bitter over 
having been the brunt of Ben: 
nett’s hoax 

As late as 1892, some physi 
cians believed women were 
dumber than men. In an article 
that ran in the Medical Record 
that year, doctors cited increas 
ed female education as the 
cause of a decline in female 
health. To support his claim, the 


doctors reported the résults of a 
study they’d done involving 187 
high school girls. One hundred 
and thirty-seven complained of 
constant headaches, clearly in- 
dicating to these doctors that 
girls were unsuitable for the 
rigors of academic training. The 
report went on to cite an in- 
crease in neurotic behavior in 
girls, who complained of fa 

tigue, depression and a host of 
other ailments, all of which the 
doctors attributed to female 
education. Theréport concluded 
that girls wer¢ being ‘‘overtax- 
ed before their brains sufficient 

ly developed."" This columnist 
would like to have seen a debate 
between those doctors and a few 
of today’s leading feminists over 
the points taken in that article

neighborhood's deteriorating 
tenements. 

Many of the old-timers still 
come back. So do increasing 
numbers of tourists, says 
Schwab. Beale Street is being 
renovated, and Schwab's is its 
oldest remaining business. 

The store is on many tourist 
routes, The friendly Abram, a 
homespun histories of Beale 
Street, happily conducts free 
tours of his memorabilia-clut- 
tered balcony and basement. 

In an age of computerized 
merchandising and mass- 
produced standardization, 
Schwab's pursues its old- 
fashioned traditions. Socks and 
work-gloves hang from racks. 
Plastic-wrapped men's under- 
pants, three to a package, are 
unwrapped and placed in bins to 
be sold singly. ‘We want you to 
buy what you want,” says 
Abram. “It’s nota forced sale,”’ 

Shoplifting isn't much of a 
problem at the store, despite its 
proximity to some troubled 
neighborhoods. “It's because of 
an attitude, ours and the cus- 
tomers’, toward each other," 
Schwab says. “We .are best 
friends.""

One of the largest attendance 
of Retired Men for this season, 
‘over 300, on Wednesday, March 
12, heard Assistant ‘Attorney 
General Christopher Flynn, in 
charge of the Consumer 


relate to the elderly people who 
are so often victims of frauds 
and scams. 

Before going into detail on the 
Consumer Protection Act, Mr. 
Flynn described the Attorney 
General's office and how he and 
his assistants fit into the overall 
picture. 

He told what the Consumer 
Protection Act said. This 
statute said it is unlawful for 
any business to practice any 
unfair deceptive acts or 
practices in any trade or 
commerce. It gives the power to 
the Attorney General to 
promulgate these regulations. 

To deal with this act Mr. 
Flynn's office in Boston is 
assisted by 26 local offices 
spread throughout the com- 
monwealth, The local one being 
in Revere. These local offices 
have small permanent staff 
plus interns from local colleges 
who are trained to be mediators 
to hear the complaints that are 
turned over to them. Last year 
the department handled 21,735 
complaints and recieved on the 
average 3,000 telephone calls 
per week. Many of which were 
handled by the local staff of- 
fices, which were then mediated 
on between the parties con- 
cerned 

‘One of the tips put forth was 
never to sign a contract before 
reading very carefully. Once 
‘one signs in a place of business 
you are committed. The ex- 
ception to this is house to house 
solicitations or being ap- 
proached while doing other 

activities, then you have three 
days to change one’s mind. If 
you do, it must be put in writing 
and sent by certified regular 
mail 

Next coverage were pur- 
chases in stores. It was brought 
out, one should look for a large 
sign spelling out the store policy 
regarding purchases and 
particularly in the return of 
items. If the policy is posted so 
all can read, everything so 
noted were perfectly legal. Mr. 
Flynn, also went into detail on 
the exception regarding 
damaged or defective mer- 
chandise. Also covered were 
phone solicitations and mail 
advertisements particularly the 
giving out of one’s credit card 
number and social security 
number.

You want tasteless? You got 
it. Vile, overblown and dull, 
‘They're all a major factor in 9% 
Weeks, a soft-porn disaster that 
doesn’t raise the combined 
erotic conscience of the audi- 
ence so much as it raises their 
bile. 

Mickey Rourke and Kim Bas- 
inger are the couple so con- 
sumed by their own passions 
that they will, according to the 
filmmakers, “break every 
rule." The movie-makers were 
speaking of romance, but they 
might as well have meant 
cinema. Director Adrian Lyne 
has managed to take a steamy 
story of manipulation and sado- 
masochism and absolutely bore 
us to death with meaningless 
dialogue and overblown sex 
scenes. 

Rourke plays, or overplays, 
the dominating role, leaving us 
only feeling sorry for Basinger, 
who puts up with his humilia- 
tions and rather wierd idea of a 
good time, such as dribbling 
gallons of honey, milk and other 
assorted foodstuffs over her 
nude body. Lyne's closeups at 
assorted angles give this scene, 
like many others in the film, all 
of the warmth and romance of a 
John and Bo Derek Bolero-like 
travesty. This is one occasion 
when consumers should use 
their capitalistic powers to the 
fullest, and avoid 9% Weeks. 


Highlander — Starring Chris- 
topher Lambert, Sean Connery, 
Roxanne Hert, Clancy Brown 
Directed fy Russell Mulcahy.

It's too bad you can’t rate 
something for ‘stupidity, like 
you can for profanity and vio- 
lence. It could save people a lot 
of trouble, and no one would 
accidently see such inanities as 
Highlander. 

This flick is a textbook ex- 
ample of a director ruining a 
film. There is nothing wrong 
with the plot. Actually, the idea 
of a group of immortal warriors 
coming together for one, final 
battle is intriguing. The actors, 
especially Sean Connery as a 
Spanish rogue, are pleasing and 
competent. But director Russell 
Mulcahy, who honed his negligi- 
ble skills on music videos, has 
drowned out his first, and hope- 
fully last, mainstream produc- 
tion with overly loud music, 
choppy editing, excessive spe- 
cial effects and a strange use of 
colored lighting that fails at 
eliciting a stylized mood. 

The biggest problem was 
allowing the songs by the rock 
group Queen to drown out the 
dialogue. Another rather gaping 
hole is that no one explains why 
these men remain immortal 
unless “their heads part from 
their bodies." Also, Clancy 
Brown, as a no-goodnik long- 
lifer is a silly parody of punk 
rockers and is unconvincing at 
best. It appears as though 
Mulcahy was going for the MTV 
residuals on this turkey. 


Turtle Diary — Starring 
Glenda Jackson, Ben Kingsley, 
Michael Gombon, Harriet Wal- 
ter. Directed by John Irvin. 
Produced by Richard Johnson 
Written by Harold Pinter. 
Rated PG 

Sweet little films that do 
nothing more than relax us as 
they spin their unassuming 
stories are hard to come by. 
They do not assault our senses 
or make demands on us emo- 
tionally. Harold Pinter has 
penned such a quiet luxury for 
us with Turtle Diary, which is 
expertly executed by Glenda 
Jackson and Ben Kingsley. 

These two come together 
under a common banner — they 
want to free the giant sea turtles 
from their small tank in a Brit- 
ish zoo. Jackson portrays a 
writer who fears she has run out 
of talent, and Kingsley is a man 
who has let his middle-class, 
structured life slip away. Both 
are perhaps suffering from a 
mid-life crisis of sorts, and both 
are seeking a change. Freeing 
the turtles is perhaps the most 
illegal, rebellious stand the two 
have ever made, and is quite 
important to each of them. 

What holds our interest is that 
this is not a Jackson/Kingsley 
love story. Each has their own 
life, friends and lovers, and they 
are only joined together by the 


performances as average folk 
that are anything but common- 
place.
